Very carly in the morning tho 
housewlfe sets out, A package 
Amerjcan cigarcttes or a choculate 
bar acquired on the Dlack market, 
chothine or a bar of precious soup 
aro taken along, if available, to 
panter with the farmer. :

Subsequently the Police boarded 
the Man Kwong and arrested the 
robbers in various parts of the 
vessel. ‘One of them who had 
Jumped overboard was fished out 
of the water. A Mmuser, three re- 
volvers and some ammunition were 
found abandoned in various parts 
of the ferry, 

All the accused were identified 
at an identification narade held by 
the Police. Originally four men

The Bureau of Education will 
merge with the Soctal Affairs 
Bureau, while the Public Utili- 
ties Bureau will Be anialgamat- 
ed with the Public Works Bur- 
eau. The reat of the bureaus 
will remain the same, viz, the 
burenus of finance, health and 
Jund administration. 

The four sections will be 
those of forolgn affairs, civil ad- 
ministration, documents and 
general business; while the four 
offices will comprise of the coun- 
eellora’s office, the personnel of- 
fice, the accounting office and the 
secretary's office. 

In point of population and 
location, Canton satisfies the 
qualifications for the status of, 
apecinl municipality, but its vo- 
lume of trade and revenue does 
not ‘come up to the required 
standard. The greatest disquali- 
fication is thet Canton ig the 
site of the provinelal govern- 
ment and the fxecutive Yuan 
definitely rules that no prev'n- 
cial capital can be made a specia 
municipality.—Our Own Cor- 
respondent, :
